Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1957* 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  satisfactory  and 
indeed  according  to  a  recent  survey  by  the  Registrar  General,  East 
Anglia  was  included  amongst  regions  having  the  lowest  death  rate, 

The  Birth  Rate  of  15*84  and  Death  Rate  of  10.06  thus  compares 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  16.1  and  11.5  respectively.. 
The  comparability  factor  given  by  the  Registrar  General  is  1.02 
for  births  and  1.13  for  deaths. 

The  number  of  live  Births  is  258  compared  with  278  for  1956, 

A  measles  epidemic  broke  out  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
which  affected  severely  most  schools  in  the  District  and  continued 
up  to  the  end  of  the  summer  term.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  nature 
and  complications  unusual.  A  total  of  284  cases  were  recorded. 

Ho  schools  were  closed  on  this  account. 

Vgn_cjna t i on  against  Poliomyelitis  was  continued  throughout  the 
year  as  and  when  supplies  of  vaccine  became  available.  Increased 
supplies  of  British  vaccine  were  received  during  the  summer  and  all 
children  born  between  1947  and  1956  could  register  for  treatment. 

In  December  registrations  included  expectant  mothers,  and  children 
up  to  15?  general  practitioners,  hospital  and  ambulance  staff,  as 
supplies  of  American  vaccine  were  anticipated.  A  total  of  507 
children  received  2  injections. 

2  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  Tub o r c u los is  (B.C.G.  Vaccine)  was  offered  to 
all  children  in  thier  last  year  of  attendance  at  school,  with 
the  object  to  giving  protection  after  leaving  and  taking  up 
employment. 

The  mass  Radiography  Unit  continues  to  operate  in  the  District. 

During  the  month  of  September  Influenza  probably  of  Asian 
typo,?  but  of  a  mild  nature  began,  to  appear  in  the  district  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  month  information  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  National  Insurance  showed  that  from  the  increase  in  new 
sickness  claims,  it  had  reached  epidemic  proportions.  Both  adults 
and  children  were  affected,  but  symptoms  appeared  more  severe  in 
adults.  Incidence  in  the  schools  vaired,  butup  to  45%  absentees 
on  this  account  were  recorded  during  October,  average  being  about 
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a  decline  in  the

In  June  the  Government  opened  a  campaign  directed  against  the 
danger  of  heavy  smoking  in  connection  with  lung  cancer  *  Much  has 
been  said  and  written  on  this  subject,  but  it  still  remains 
controversial  *  However  not  to  smoke,  or  at  least  only  in  moderation 
is  advice  which  is  good  at  all  ages  even  for  reasons  other  than 
the  fear  of  cancer  and  the  particular  efforts  should  be  made  to 
prevent  the  habit  developing  in  young  people.  Posters  warning  the 
public  against  the  danger  of  smoking  have  been  placed  on  Council 
Notice  Boards  at  the  request  of  the  County  Council* 

Rural  areas  have  been  shown  to  have  the  lowest  death  rate 
from  lung  cancer  and  whilst  it  must  be  agreed  that  consitiutional 
factors  play  an  important  part  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease 
there  is  a  school  of  thought  v/hich  reasons  that  tobacco  smoking 
rather  than  being  a  cause  of  Cancer,  is  really  the  result* 

There  has  been  evidence  during  the  year  of  heavy  rat 
infestation  in  some  of  the  banks  of  rivers  and  dykes.  As  these 
rodents  can  act  as  carriers  of  Infectious  Jaundice,  cases  of  which 
disease  are  not  unknown  in  the  district,  measures  towards 
extermination  should  be  continued. 


Every  opportunity  should  be  taken  to  improve  sewage  disposal 
in  the  District*  It  must  be  remembered  in  connection  with  Civil 
Defence  that  the  District  is  an  evacuation  area  and  in  the  event 
of  hostilities,  the  existing  services  would  become  heavily  over¬ 
burdened® 


With  the  increasing  number  of  aged  people  amongst  the 
population  the  Heme  Help  Service,  as  provided  by  the  Norfolk  County 
Council,  is  proving  of  increasing  benefit  as  it  enables  these  old 
people  to  remain  longer  in  their  own  homes  thus  avoiding  the  need 
for  Institutional  care,  which  is  of  benefit  not  only  to  themselves, 
but  also  to  the  ratepayers  . 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
support,  encouragement  and  guidance  afforded  me  by  members  of  the 
Council,  the  Clerk  and  Officers  of  the  various  departments 
including  the  Local  Health  Office,  during  the  period  under  review.

I  Leg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1957. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  year  1957  saw  the  completion  of  the  Second  Marshland 
piped  Water  Extension  Scheme  by  the  Wisbech  &  District  Water 
Board,  and  this  has  undoubtedly  been  a  great  step  towards  the 
provision  of  such  a  supply  to  all  the  residents  of  the  District* 
Whilst  I  cannot  stress  too  highly  the  need  for  a  piped  supply 
for  domestic  users,  especially  in  Marshland,  it  must  always  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  problem  of  disposal  of  waste  water  increases 
after  a  piped  supply  has  been  afforded.  This  point  will  be 
reflected  in  the  later  stages  of  this  report*  The  Extension  Scheme 
included  480  yards  of  2??  main  and  22,903  yards  of  31f  main  and 
during  the  year  these  lengths  coupled  with  housing  sites  end 
private  supply  mains  brought  the  total  length  to  almost  25? 000  yds. 
All  these  piped  supplies  continue  to  be  controlled  by  the  Wisbech 
&  District  Water  Board  end  the  staff  of  the  Board  are  constantly 
sampling  and  analysing:  the  supply  to  maintain  purity  and  efficiency. 

The  remaining  parts  of  the  district  where  no  piped  supplies 
exist  are  being  reviewed  and  a  full  report  given  to  the  Council 
in  due  course*  The  residents  in  these  areas  continue  to  rely 
solely  on  rainwater  collected  from  roofs  for  their  domestic 
supply. 

SEWAGE.  DISPOSAL 

The  Council’s  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle  was  fully  employed 
for  the  whole  year  and  I  give  below  a  comparative  table  of  the 
work  carried  out  over  a  period  of  years  since  1952.

This  table  indicates  the  constant  rise  in  conversions  of 
old  privy  vaults  and  pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system 
with  cesspools. 

Following  my  report  to  the  Council  in  November  1956?  on  the 
conditions  in  some  parts  of  the  district  arising  from  sewage 
effluents ,  a  Committee  was  formed  to  investigate  the  problem. 
Whilst  my  report  received  sympathetic  consideration  it  was  finally 
decided  that  the  national  financial  situation  prevented  any 
definite  action  to  try  and  improve  the  situation  by  capital 
expenditure.  Many  areas  are  becoming  Urban  in  nature  and  I  remain 
convinced  that  no  improvement  in  the  condition  of  sewage  polluted 
dykes  and  gardens  will  be  shown  until  a  main  sewage  collection  and 
disposal  scheme  exists 0  It  is  also  evident  that  the  interim 
period  must  be  coped  with  by  increasing  the  equipment  for  dealing 
with  sewage  installation  and  the  subsequent  disposal. 


The  sole  method  of  disposal  of  the  contents  of  the  cesspool 
emptier  is  on  straw  heaps  provided  by  local  farmers  end  smallholders. 
This  method  works  very  satisfactory  for  single  loads.  Difficulty 
does  arise  when  the  Council* s  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  are  emptied 
and  disposal  is  required  for  between  10  to  20  loads  in  a  day.  Thi 
problem  is  being  investigated  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  satisfactory 
method  will  be  found.

Samples  are  being  taken 
by  the  Boards ,  of  water  from  certain  drains  which  may  affect  the 
two  rivers  and  the  analysis  reports  are  far  from  satisfactory.

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The  district  continues  to  attract  the  seasonal  agricultural 
worker  and  the  larger  fruit  farmers  improved  their  a  commodation 
for  resident  pickers.  Difficulties  were  experinced  with  the 
influx  of  van  dwellers*,  some  of  whom  were  not  disirahle  people. 
Frequent  'visits  were  made  during  the  season  and  generally  a  fair 
condition  was  maintained. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACTS 


Rodent  control  on  the  Refuse  Tips  used  By  the  Council  were 
constantly  treated  throughout  the  year ,  No  heavy  infestations 
were  reporter  on  private  property  But  the  few  minor  complaints  were 
inspected  and  advice  given  to  the  occupiers.  Direst  labour  for 
rc dent  control  was  also  used  in  co-operation  with  the  WisBech 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  area  of  the  old  canal  Between 
Outwell  (isle)  and  Outwell  (Norfolk)  and  also  of  the  old  course 
of  the  River  Nene.  The  campaign  in  these  areas  has  Been  very 
satisfactory. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  refuse  Collection  Service  by  direct  labour  continued 
satisfactorily  during  the  year«  Authority  was  obtained  to  prepare 
for  a  new  tip  at  War  Bank*  Clenchwarton,  which  would  solve  the 
disposal  problem  in  the  Terrington  and  Clenchwarton  areas  for  a 
number  of  years *  The  remaining  area  with  disposal  problems  is 
the  Upwell  and  Outwell  parishes  and  I  am  convinced  that  the 
solution  would  be  to  operate  a  joint  scheme  with  the  Wisbech 
Rural  District  Council  and  fill  the  section  of  the  disused 
Wisbech  canel  at  Outwell* 


Many  parts  of  the  district  have  developed  since  the  direct 
labour  scheme  for  Refuse  Collection  commenced  into  areas  of  an 
urban  nature  and  it  may  be  that  in  the  near  future  a  more  freouent 
collection  than  "the.  prcdcnt  fortnightly  "Kerbside"  collection
